Through our Lord Jesus 
Christ your Son, who lives and reigns with you and the Holy Spirit, one God, 
forever and ever. R. Amen.

God, who justifies the wicked and desires not the death of a sinner, we 
humbly beseech your Majesty, kindly protect with your heavenly aid your 
servants who trust in your mercy, and preserve them by your continual help, 
that they may perpetually serve you, and that no temptation may separate 
them from you; Through our Lord Jesus Christ your Son, who lives and 
reigns with you and the Holy Spirit, one God, forever and ever. R. Amen.
